Heart OK, 
Surgeons Say 


CAPE TOWN, Sou th Africa 
(AP) — Prof. Christian N. Bar 
nard said today the death of the 
world’s first heart 
transplant 
patient left no evidence that

Barnard, who performed the 
heart transplant of Lou is Wash- 
kanskv Doe. 3, said a post-mor­ 
tem produ ced no clinical evi 
deu ce that rejection played a 
part in the patient’s death. 


As soon as tiie occasion arises 
lie will do the next heart trans­ 
plant, Barnard told a news con­ 
ference less than eight hou rs 
alter Washkansky, 53, died in 
Groote Schu u r Hospital.

the very end and tliat the post­ 
-m ortem indicated the patient 
I died of a severe localized infec- 
j tion of the lu ngs.

Barnard and Botha appeared 
at the new-s conference with car­ 
diologist Prof.

Asked if he considered Wash- 
kansky’s death “negated the ex­

Hou sing starts in 
Nov ember rose for the fifth 
straight month, reaching an an­ 
nu al 
rate 
of 
1.556,000 u nits, 
nearly 72 p er cent higher than 
the 1966 low. 
Bu t, coincidental with these 
figu res are some less encou rag­ 


ing sy mp toms: mortgage inter 
est has now risen to its highest

fn addition, home p rices hav e 
risen $1,8 00 in one y ear. 
Partially offsetting these cost­ 
lier factors are steadily rising 
incomes for most families, more 
jobs and less u nemp loy ment. 
Few analy sts believ e, howev er, 
that these financial p lu ses offset 
the higher costs of bu y ing a 
home. 
The most distu rbing asp ect of 
the p resent situ ation is that the 
demand for hou sing is bu ilding 
u p p owerfu lly and. if mortgages 
were av ailable at more reason­ 
able rates, wou ld amou nt to a 
boom. 
The biggest demand, p oten­ 
tially , is from the large nu mber 
of p ersons 
born 
immediately 
after World War II. Another 
sou rce of demand is from the 
great nu mber of families which 
last y ear p ostp oned p u rchases. 
As a resu lt, v acancy rates are 
now at their lowest of the 1960s. 
a fact that can be established iu 
many areas of the cou ntry sim­ 
p ly by checking the nu mber of 
u nits v acant in any large ap art­ 
ment hou se.

Are things simmering down in 
Africa’’ 
Since the African missions to- 
the UN keep u p a

against Rhodesia, Sou th Africa, 
and the Portu gu ese “colonial­ 
ists” in Angola and Mozambi­ 
qu e. it may seem foolish to ask 
su ch a questio n.

This was v iolin v irtu oso Jas­ 
cha Heifetz in a p u ckish mood, 
bu t not withou t a degree of 
p iqu e. He had called a rep orter 
to his Bev erly Hills home to an­ 
nou nce some news: that he had 
left his teaching p ost at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Sou thern California. 
The annou ncement stru ck a 
reminiscent note. Six y ears ago, 
Heifetz 
ended 
two 
y ears 
of 
teaching at UCLA on a sou r 
note. The ex p erience had been 
both a su ccess and a failu re, he 
said, adding: 
“ I was hop ing 
there wou ld be less talk au d 
more p ractice.” 
Once again Heifetz has p arted 
with a u niv ersity with a degree 
of discordance. 
“ Earlier this y ear I was noti­ 
fied that I u -as being reliev ed o f 
my du ties as of Ju ly . The rea- 
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son for tins is so ridicu lou s I 
w-ou ld rather not discu ss it,” he 
said. 
“After I was told I was u nem­ 
p loy ed, I rep lied that I was not 
ready to qu it.

NEW YORK (AP) — For an 
industry with a long-range fu­ 
ture assured by risiug popula­ 
tion 
and 
incomes, 
housing 
seems to lie unusually beset by 
short-term problems. 
It is. in fact, America's prob­ 
lem industry, and not entirely 
through its own fault. 
Last year tight money forced 
the 
industry 
as 
close 
to 
a 
depression as it lias experienced 
in the past 20 years. The num­ 
ber of houses on which work 
was begun fell to the lowest lev­ 
el since World War ll despite 
population increases. 
The recovery has been steady 
since last year’s low annual rate 
of 848.000 private housing starts. 
Money has again become plenti­ 
ful and contractors have reas­ 
sembled crews and are back to 
work. 
The latest figures on housing, 
released this week, seem to in­ 
dicate 
a 
healthy 
giant, 
and 
maybe it is. Housing starts in 
November rose for the fifth 
straight month, reaching an an­ 
nual 
rate 
of 
1.556,000 
units, 
nearly 72 per cent higher than 
the 1966 low. 
But, coincidental with these 
figures are some less encourag­ 


ing symptoms: mortgage inter­ 
est has now risen to its highest 
rate of the year, prices are up 
and 
housing 
permits, 
which 
foretell future construction, are 
lower. 
In other words, housing may 
be 
headed 
for 
trouble 
once 
again, with money oiiee more 
the disease in a body that other­ 
wise might be in roaring good 
health. 
This is what new home pur­ 
chasers were offered in Octo­ 
ber: interest rate, 6.52 per cent; 
length of loan, 24.4 years; loan 
to purchase price ratio. 74 per 
cent: 
and 
purchase 
price, 
$27,500. 
These are averages From tile 
Federal 
Home 
Loan 
Bank 
Board, and include rather wide­ 
ly differing rates ior savings 
and loan associations, life insur­ 
ance companies, mortgage com­ 
panies and commercial and mu­ 
tual savings banks. But. as av­ 
erages, they still tell a story. 
Average interest rates actual­ 
ly were lower in October than a 
year earlier, bul a steady in­ 
crease for several weeks accel­ 
erated in November, aud rates 
now are near last year’s high. 


In addition, home prices have 
risen $1,800 in one year. 
Partially offsetting these cost* 
lier factors are steadily rising 
incomes for most families, more 
jobs and less unemployment. 
Few analysts believe, however, 
that these financial pluses offset 
the higher costs of buying a 
home. 
ITie most disturbing aspect of 
t)vc present situation is that the 
demand for housing is building 
up powerfully and, if mortgages 
were available at more reason­ 
able rates, would amount to a 
boom. 
The biggest demand, poten­ 
tially, is from the large number 
of persons 
born immediately 
after World War II. Another 
source of demand is from the 
great number of families which 
last year postponed purchases. 
As a result, vacancy rates are 
now at their lowest of tile 1960s. 
a fact that can be established in 
many areas of tile country sim­ 
ply by checking the number of 
units vacant in any large apart­ 
ment house. 
Because of this potential de­ 
mand, many economists foresee 
a m arket of tw*o million homes a 
year by the early 1970s.

Since the African missions to* 
the UN keep
